DES MOINES, June 24.—Disorganization of railroad service with 
three trains derailed or marooned in Southern and Western Iowa, heavy 
damage to communication lines and considerable crop loss was the 
result of severe storms that swept across the State early today. The 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul were the railroads most seriously affected. 


The crop reporting bureau here 
announced that large areas of corn 
were washed out or damaged by 
floods. 

Country telephone systems were 
temporarily put out of business. A 
power station at Coin was burned 
out, causing a loss of about 312, 
000. 

The most serious railroad tie-up 
was the stalling of the Pacific Lim- 
ited on the Milwaukee line, be- 
tween Portsmouth and Panama, in 
the western part of the State. Pas- 
sengers were marooned from early 
this morning until this afternoon, 
when they were transferred to a 
relief trun sent from Manila and 
resumed their journey eastward. 

Milwaukee officials said main- 
line service would be resumed to- 
morrow afternoon. Transconti- 
nental Burlington traine were be- 
ing detoured tonight over the Rock 
Island lines because of a washout 
near Tyrone. A stretch of track 
1600 feet long was carried away by 
high waters of Cedar Creek.

But under the collapse of 
what a week or ten days ago 
seemed to be a real movement 
for rule revision there are two 
wrecks of political ambition. Nei- 
ther the candidacy of McAdoo 
nor Gov. Al Smith can survive 
the unchanged rules and the an- 
tipathy engendered by the unprec- 
edented personal fight between 
the two leading contenders for 
the first place on the ticket. Nei- 
ther can win the two-thirds vote. 
Who will benefit by the debris 
from these deflated booms Fan- 
not be even forcast at this mo- 
ment. Disintegration of the 
massed delegation for McAdoo 
appeared in new places and even 
the friends of Gov. Smith believe 
that he will never pass the max- 
imum of 400 votes because of the 
Klan opposition and the religious 
feature which is inevitably in- 
volved in his candidacy. 
‘Voters in California can guess 
as well as observers at the speak- 
res platform as to who will be 
nominated. Bryan and other vet- 
eran leaders of the party are de- 
termined that a progressive plat- 
form shall be adopted and a can- 
didate agreed upon who will fit 
such a platform. He is unnamed 
but he has as many aliases as 
there are candidates. 
Like yesterday the convention its 
stuttering and halting over candi- 
dates until the committee on reso- 
lutions has evolved its platform. 
No matter what is represented in 
this document every effort will be 
made to take the fire,out of the 
Klan resolution. Efforts are being 
concentrated to keep the language 
of its expression virile but to 
eliminate the name and to kee 
the fight within the committee an 
off the floor of the convention. It 
is also expected that one of the 
Herculean accomplishments of the 
committee on resolutions is to pro- 
duce an expression declaring for 
the complete enforcement of the 
prohibition law without suggestion 
of the sale of beer or wine. 


SEEK PROGRESSIVE IDEAS 


Other planks of the platform 
after these two are disposed of 
will all take a progressive mo- 
mentum and the leaders shaping 
them will try to form a flaming 
contrast to the Republican con- 
servative declarations so that the 
candidates selected must be so pro- 
gressive as to imperil the success 
of La Follette and other radicals 
and offer a complete alternative to 
the Republican proposals. 
Insistence of the progressive tone 
in the candidates and platforms are 
concentrating against men of the 
type of John W. Davis and others 
known to be constitutionally con- 
eervative. Such progress as has 
been made in the popularity of 
candidates has swung today to 
Senator Ralston of Indiana, who 
is being pressed for nomination 
by the old-time political expert of 
Indiana, Tom Taggart.

The expense account of the Ru- 
Manian soveriegns two months 
visit shows that $365,000 was main- 
ly spent on big dinners in Paris 
and London, hauling their special 
trains around Europe and after- 
noon teas. The trip was a failure

TOKIO, June 25.—The Imperial

The vast disaster of the 
war had helped to give him a new | 
light. That was what contempt 
and hatred came to. One must get 
it out of his systen—try to live in 
peace and good will with his neigh- 
bors.

FRUIT FLIES TELL OF 
HUMAN POPULATION 


(EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH) 

PHILADELPHIA.—Sclence is 
experimenting with colonies ot 
fruit flies to obtain data concern- 
ing the world's future growth of 
population, Dr. Raymond Pearl of 
ohns Hopkins University said be- 
fore the annual meeting of the 
American Philosophical Society.

(tion that President Roosevelt de- 
lieved would be able to construct 
quickly a dam to throw the river 
back into its old channel and out 
of the Imperial Valley. He wired 
to Mr. Harriman that this was an 
emergency and he would see that 
the next Congress approved the

the job, created new quarries, and 
put in special work trains, some 
of them operating twenty-four 


® hours a day, and in a comparative- 


ly short time. they had the river 
back in its channel. According to 
the railroad’s claim, it expended 
$2,000,000 in the work. As a part 
of the work was undertaken de- 
fore the message from President 
Roosevelt, the original claim pre- 
sented to Gengress was for ap- 
proximately $1,700,000. 

This claim included transporta- 
tion costs based on the prevailing 
rates, but which experts repre- 
senting the government , contend- 
ed were too high.

Depression; Housing Conditions; Trends 


Reaction Rather Than 


We have entered the normally; 
quiet business season of the year. 


Summer requirements have large 
ly been met, and fall buying has 
not commenced. The vacation pe- 
riod more or less  disorganizes 
routine, and takes both executives 
and workers away from their du- 
ties. Politics, golf, baseball and 
camping equipment form more in- 
teresting topics than trade statis- 
tics. Yet, in the face of these and 
many cher seasonal considera- 
tions, and even in spite of rather 
unfavorable crop conditions and 
a threatened water and power 
shortage, business in the metro- 
politan district, is holding up re- 
markably well, while the stock and 
bond markets definitely presage 
early improvement. 

Bank clearings reflect daily 
trade turnover and form ea fairly 
accurate insight into current con- 
ditions.

Students of fundamentals will ad- 
mit that there is a tendency for 
any first very high or very low 
condition forecast to move in the 
direction of the average as the 
season progresses.

WHEAT CROP SMALD 


With the American wheat crop 
estimated at 698,000,000 bushels, 
the smallest on record since 1917, 
and, with two exceptions, the 
smallest crop since 1911, indica- 
tions are that a turning point has 
been reached in the depression 
that has affiicted the bread grow- 
ere since 1918, according to «4 
statement fesued today by the 
Seats, Roebuck agricultural foun- 
dation. 

The spring wheat acreage esti- 
mate is the smallest since 19090, 
and a cut of 10 per cent under last 
year. The June condition was the 
lowest on record. Deterioration in 
Kansas and Nebraska and Wash- 
ington caused a sharp drop in the 

ter wheat estimate compared 
with a month ago. The total crop 
forecast is $3,000,000 bushels leas 
than last year's lowest harvest and 
188,000,000 bushels under the 1918- 
1922 average. 

Of the Spring wheat acreage in 
the four leading States 29 per cent 
is durum, indicating a yield of the 
latter of about 60,000,000 bush- 
els. For this wheat there is only 
a limited use at home, though 
there is a good demand for it 
abroad. Probably 35,000,000 bush- 
els of durum will be exported leav- 
ing 80,000,000 to 90,000,000 bush- 
ela of bread wheat for export. If 
the crop harvested is not larger 
than the estimate the exportable 
surplus outside the durum wheat 
will be relatively emall. American 
exports come largely from the hard 
winter States in the southwest and 
the soft wheat along the Pacific 
Coast. The first section has a lar- 
ger crop than a year ago, even 
though it shows a big loss from 
the May 1 forecast. The three 
Pacific Coast States and Idaho

The application 
will de heard in a judicial way and all par- 
ties interested will recetve ample opportu- 
nity to produce evidence to sustain their 
contentions. The old-time elements of bias 
and prejudice will not influence whatever 
judgment may be ultimately rendered by 
the commission.

Chambers, Rail Head, Here 
on Tour, Assures Growth 


Most of $70,000,000 Will be 
Spent in Southland 


Greater Prosperity Seen in 
Southern California 


Continued expansion by the San- 
ta Fe Railroad to meet the needs 
of Southern California's growth 
was announced yesterday by Ed- 
ward Chambers, vice-president, on 
his arrival here from Chicago on 
a tour of inspection of the Coast 
lines. He predicted that Southern 
California would continue to pros- 
per, and that business conditions 
would improve, making 1924 one of 
the best years from the standpoint 
of traffic, bullding and industrial 
development. 

Of $70,000,000 being spent de the 
Santa Fe for betterments this yess, 
said Mr. Chambers, 60 per cent is 
required by the demands of South- 
ern California. Approximately 
$25,000,000 has been invested in 
new cars and locomotives, he said; 
twenty-one locomotives, passenger 
and freight, are for the lines west 
of Albuquerque, while a large num- 
ber of new refrigerator and freight 
cars, as well as all-steel passen- 
ger coaches and diners are being 
bullt for this end of the system. 

“Our company has been keeping 
close touch with developments in 
California and along the Pacific 
Coast, and I can state that no spot 
in the United States offers greater 
promise of continued prosperity. 
Los Angeles, in particular, will con- 


‘tinue to expand. Its large volume 


of manufacturing, its great capital 
invested in office and store build- 
ings, and its banking interests 
equaled by only a few cities, make 
this certain. The climate will of 
itself make a much larger residen- 
tial city, and the productivity of 
its soil will create a demand for 
manufactured products that will 
still further increase business,” he 
said. 


“The tourist travel to the Pacific 
Coast this year is greater than last 
year, and will continue to pick up, 
reaching its peak about July 15. 
While there has been a business 
let-up in certain parts of the coun- 
try and in some lines, compared 
with 1923, there is every indication 
for an excellent year in the terri- 
tory served by the Santa Fe.”
